In Wellsburg, 
a Gretna Green, three persons 
drowned, Large portions of the 
city, especially Wheeling Island in 
the river, were inundated 
Thousands fled from inundated 
homes and buildings to safety in 
the the highlands, Rescuers toiled 
madly to carry hundreds of resi- 
dents from flooded homes in Wheel- 
ing Island. Police manned more 
than 50 motorboats and sped the 
victims from their homes where 
they were waving from second-story 
windows for help. Hundreds were 
aided to the city’s high hills. 

The water reached a crest of near- 
ly 55 feet late today and still was 
rising. Slowly the flood surged up 
Market street—the principal busi- 
ness street of Wheeling. 


Lieut. J. E. Stanley of the city 
police told of rescue work through- 
out the night and ewacuation of 
most of the flood area homes. 
“Nine people drowned during the 
night, three of them over the creek 
in South Wheeling, three more on 
the island and the others scattered 
around town,” he said. 

“One little girl fell off a porch 
into eight feet of water. Two men 
drowned when their boat upset. 


Explosion in House. 

“And, there was an explosion in 
a house that killed four people. We 
took five others away from there 
The house just went 
up into the air and then sank un- 
der the water. We believe the ex- 
plosion was caused by an accumu- 
lation of gas in the basement.” 

“I’m looking out of the window 
right now down into the river. The 
police station is four blocks from 
the river,” he said. “There’s seven 


feet of water on Main street and 
five on Market, the main thorough- 
fares. 

“The Tabernacle just went out. 
That's a big frame. building built 
for church services on the island 
(a residential section in the center 
of the Ohio River). It was a big 
frame building made to seat 5000 


people for church services up on 
the head of the island. 
Island Covered by Water. 

“The island’s covered. Water's 
over everything.” 

Approximately 7000 persons live 
on the “island.” 

Stanley said police took off be- 
tween 200 and 300 persons in skiffs. 
Many others took refuge in second- 
floor rooms, 

Emergency shelter and sleeping 
quarters were provided in all pub- 
lic buildings, churches, the Young 
Men and Young Women’s Christian 
Associations, a big market building 
and auditorium and all schools on 
high ground. 

“We have plenty of beds and bed 
clothing right now,” said Stanley. 
“The Red Cross had them ready.” 

The city was virtually isolated, 
with roads blocked in all directions. 

The brunt of the flood struck 
the island and South Wheeling, 
both populous residential sections. 
The northern end and eastern parts 
of the city are on high ground, 

Water swirled around the Mc- 
Clure and Windsor Hotels, and 
soon covered the first floor of the 
Windsor. 

Rain and sleet began falling to 
harass some 10,000 homeless per- 
sons, most of whom had evacu- 
ated their homes on the island in 
the middle of the Ohio River. 

Public buildings, churches and 
homes were thrown open to house 
the refugees but it was estimated 
200 or more were out on the hills 
above the city. 

Houses on the island and along 
the river banks in Wheeling proper 
already were flooded almost to the 
second stories. 

Business at Standstill. 

More than 15,000 factory workers 
in this industrial city 50 miles be- 
low Pittsburgh, were out of em- 
ployment as the plants closed down. 
Thousands of miners also were af- 
fected and scarcely any business 
houses except provision stores were 
open today. 

Power systems were failing. The 
Wheeling Intelligencer’s presses 
stopped after turning out 300 
papers. Efforts were made to ob- 
tain another power source and em- 
ployes of the Wheeling News-Rez- 
ister hoped to be able to publish at 
least one afternoon’ edition.

IN CITY SHORTAGE 


James J. O’Shea Accused 
of Misapplying Bank’s 
Funds, Abetted by Of- 
ficial Who Ended Life. 


HAD TURNED OVER 
$135,000 OF MONEY 


Total Amount Named in 
U. S. Warrant Is $343,- 
000 — Action Follows 
Federal Inquiry. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 19.—-The 
Justice Department announced to- 
day a Federal warrant had been 
issued charging James J. O’Shea, 
vice-president of the National Bank 


of Detroit, Mich., with misapplica- 
tion of $348,742 of money, funds, 
and credits of the bank, “aided and 
abetted by Harry M. Tyler, de- 
ceased, assistant budget director of 


the city.” 

The Federal warrant for O’Shea 
resulted from investigations started 
after Tyler killed himself on aMrch 
12, 1936. Shortages were discovered 
in the city trust fund, on deposit at 
the National Bank of Detroit after 
Tyler’s death. 

The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
ion, announcing the warrant against 
O’Shea, said special agents “found 
a safe deposit box which had been 
rented for O’Shea, but which was 


not held in his name,” and added: 

“In this box were located stocks, 
bonds and monies having an ap- 
proximate valuation of $135,000. It 
is believed that these securities rep- 
resent the fruits of O’Shea’s opera- 
tions with Tyler.” 

O’Shea is 50 years of age and 
married. 

A statement by J. Edgar Hoover, 
director of the Bureau of Investi- 
gation, said: 

“Tt has been ascertained that 
O’Shea entered a plea of guilty in

the State Court in 1923 to charges 
‘of larceny by conversion and re- 
ceived a two-year probationary sen- 
tence. 

“In 1924, O’Shea entered a plea 
of guilty in the Federal Court at 
Detroit to using the mails to de- 
fraud, and he received a one-year 
probationary sentence.

|operation of the Automobile League 
of America at Detroit, a firm en- 
gaged in. the mail order business 
of selling automobiles and automo- 
bile accessories. It appears that 
the scheme was to offer new auto- 
mobiles and accessories at a price 
less than the market price, but, 
upon receipt of payment, deliveries 
were not made to the customers.”

DETROIT, March 19.—James J. 
O’Shea, vice-president of the Na- 


tional Bank of Detroit, was arrest- 
ed by Department of Justice oper- 
atives today on a charge of “aid- 
ing and abetting” a $349,000 embez- 
zliement of city trust funds. 

The arrest was announced shortly 
after O’Shea, through John R. Wat- 
kins, his attorney, had surrendered 
$135,000 in cash and securities which 
he said he found in a safety deposit 
box rented by Harry M. Tyler, As- 
sistant City Budget Director who 
committed suicide after the embez- 
zliement was discovered. 

“We surrender this voluntarily,” 
Watkins told the Federal agents in 
ithe presence of Walter S. McLucas, 


| president of the bank. “My client 


}is not implicated.” 

| Watkins said that the stocks and 
money represented a stock market 
account which Tyler carried with 
a third person. 

“O’Shea knew about it and, be- 
cause of his knowledge, the stocks 
and money are being surrendered,” 
Watkins said. 

O’Shea, who approved some of 
the checks by which Tyler with- 
drew money from the trust funds, 
has been questioned repeatedly by 
the Federal agents since they en- 
tered the investigation a week ago. 
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STAR DUST IN MILKY WAY 


|Harvard Observatory Reports Find- 
ing Three Gigantic Clouds.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 19.— 
Harvard College observatory an- 
nounced today the discovery of 
three gigantic clouds of star dust in 
the milky way, several hundred 
light-years from earth and hun- 
dreds of times larger than the so- 
lar system.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—The 
Communications Commission called 
on the Justice Department today to 
investigate activities of the Amer 
ican Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
in providing wire facilities for the 


transmission of racing news. 

Commissioner Paul A. Walker, di- 
recting an investigation into the 
utility, said he had communicated 
with an assistant to J. Edgar 
Hoover, head of the Bureau of In- 
vestigation. Walker said he called 
attention to testimony at the hear- 
ing yesterday regarding the use of 
A. T. & T. wires for sending sport- 
ing news. | 

Samuel Becker, special counsel 
for the commission, charged that 
most of the subscribers to racing 
news services were “gamblers” or 
“pool room operators.” 

Walker said this testimony “was 
such that I thought it ought to be 
called to the attention af the De- 
partment of Justice.” 

He said he had suggested that the 
Justice Department interest itself in 
the case. 

Another Witness Heard. 

Summoned to the witness stand 
today for questioning on this sub- 
ject was Frank Quigley, an A. T. & 
T. attorney. 

Becker introduced a mass of cor- 
respondence between Quigley and 
other company officers to trace ne- 
gotiations with representatives of a 
racing news service in which Quig- 
ley requested that the service “do 
nothing which would make it diffi- 
cult for us to serve them.” 

Becker then turned to a lengthy 
examination on a raid in a gam- 
bling establishment at Bridgeport, 
Mich., in September, 1931. Cor- 
respondence was offered to show 
that Michael Izzo, the proprietor, 
27 customers, and two telephone re- 
pairmen were arrested. The tele- 
phone repairmen later were re- 
leased on intercession of a local 
telephone executive, and teletype 
equipment used in the place was 
returned to the company. 

A few months afterward, the cor- 
respondence set out, further “mo- 
lestation” of Izzo was unlikely be- 
cause the property for the new es- 
tablishment was rented from 
Thomas Tierney, who was termed 
“s local statesman of renown” who 
“is on the same side of the fence” 
with George Phoenix, listed in the 
letters as the Mayor of Saginaw. 

Quigley wrote to his superiors in 
New York that he talked with rep- 
resentatives of Izzo and Duzo and 
with Tierney and Phoenix. The lat- 
ter, he Said, “seemed to appreciate 
the difficulty of our situation.” 

Quigley said he had reason to be- 
lieve that, should any further move 
be made against the establishment, 
it “would be preceded by a friendly 
intimation to the company so as 
not to leave us holding the bag.” 

In response to Becker’s question- 
ing, Quigley acknowledged he had 
assisted in preparing the defense 
of Henry Bockstege, arrested at 
Evansville, Ind., in the fall of 1932, 
while at the same time “co-operat- 
ing” with prosecuting authorities. 
Bockstege was cleared. 

Phones in Hideaways. 

Attorney-General John P. Harti- 
gan of Rhode Island testified that 
telephones installed in “attics,” cel- 
lars and other hideaways” had been 
used in the dissemination of gam- 
bling information. 

“Elimination of such service 
would do much to eliminate the 
gambling vice, which itself often 
leads to gang wars,” he said. 

Hartigan added, however, that 
telephone officers had been willing 
to co-operate in removing this 
equipment.

The 1500 workers, with 6500 oth- 
ers standing by ready to relieve 
them, were piling 80,000 sandbags 
in a great dike to protect the city’s 
lowest points. 

Officials took the measures as & 
precaution against the waters 
weakening the foundations of the 
Washington monument, wrecking 
the reflecting pool of the Lincoln 
Memorial, and injuring such great 
buildings as the Commerce, Labor 
and Navy Department structures. 

The sandbags were piled today 19 
feet high in a line from the Wash- 
ington Monument grounds to a 
point near Twenty-first street and 
Constitution avenue. The dike is 
about a quarter of a mile from the 
White House, but officials of the 
Rivers and Flood Division of the 
Weather Bureau said there was no 
danger of the water reaching the 
presidential mansion. 

Hundreds of persons living in 
houses and houseboats along the 
river front abandoned them. Three 
small houses were washed away. 

The famous Japanese cherry 
trees along the tidal basin are in 
the path of the rising water. 

To protect priceless Government 
documents, a sand-bag bulwark .was 
thrown around the archives build- 
ing. 

All plane service to and from 
Washington was halted. Motor 
boats were cruising over the flood- 
ed airport. Air transport compa- 
nies shifted their landing place to 
Logan Field, Baltimore. 

Bolling Field, from which the 
army moved its planes yesterday, 
was covered with water from two 
to five feet deep. The naval air sta- 
tion adjoining was flooded and wa- 
ter was in the hangars. Planes were 
moved away yesterday. 

Washington’s water supply was 
reported safe. 

Bodies of two men were seen 
floating down the Potomac short- 
ly before noon. 

The floor of Chain Bridge above 
the capital just topped the flood. 
It usually swings 26 feet above the 
channel.

Flandin of France, Reply-

LONDON, March 19.—The League 
of Nations Council today voted con- 
demnation of Germany for viola 
tion of treaties. The vote was unan- 
imous. 

The Council declared Germany 
had violated both the Versailles 
and Locarno treaties when it moved 
troops into the Rhineland, which 
had been demilitarized by the Ver 
sailies treaty. 


The condemnation came a few 
hours after Gen. Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop, special ambassador of 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler, had stood be 
fore the members and argued that 
the German course of action in the 
Rhineland had been justified by 
France’s military assistance pact 
with Soviet Russia. 


Only Germany Votes “No.” 

It was the first time in more than 
two years that a representative of 
Germany had spoken in the League 
of Nations, from which Hitler with- 
drew the Reich in 1933 on the 
ground that it was not being treat- 
ed as an equal, but as a conquered 
nation. 

There was one vote cast against 
condemnation. It was by Ger- 
many and consequently was not 
counted in the unanimous verdict. 
Neither were the votes of Belgium 
and France, the other parties to 
the dispute, considered. 

The vote was taken on a reso 
lution proposed by France and Bel 
gium. ‘ 

Immediately after the vote Von 
Ribbentrop arose in his plac- at the 
horseshoe counci] table and, in the 
name of the German people and 
the German Government declared: 

“This resolution will not be main- 
tained in the judgment of history, 
If the honorable members had had 
more time to consider my statement 
this morning, the vote would have 
been different.” 

Reply by Flandin. 

His declaration brought an im- 
mediate and heated response from 
Pierre-Etienne Flandin, the foreign 
minister of France. 

Flandin jumped to his feet and 
declared that any time Germany 
wished, France was willing to sub- 
mit the dispute over the Locarno 
pact and the Rhineland to the 


World Court of Justice at The 
Hague. 
“I had not been prepared to 


speak,” said Flandin, “but since the 
German representative has spoken, 
I wish to say that under interna- 
tional law no nation can judge its 
own case. I reiterate the statement 
I have already made, that France 
is prepared, if Germany consents, 
to submit the dispute to the World 
Court.” 

Flandin said France, Belgium, 
Great Britain and Italy had 
reached “an agreement in princi- 
ple” on what procedure should be 
taken in the Rhineland dispute 
Von Ribbentrop had rejected the 
proposal as “wholly unacceptable.” 

A French-British communique, 
explaining the provisional proposal 
formulated by the Locarno signa- 
tories, said: 

“We have worked very hard to- 
wards an agreement between the 
four Powers. Very great and very 
satisfactory progress has been 
made. 

“The situation is the following: 
Four delegations have worked out

WASHINGTON, March 19.—The 


Senate Lobby Committee circum- 
vented one of William Randolph 
Hearst's two injunction suits yes- 
terday. 

‘Hearst, a newspaper publisher, 


had questioned the constitutionality 
of a subpena for a telegram sent 
to one of his editorial writers and 
asked the courts to enjoin its de- 
livery by the Western Union, but 
the committee removed the basis 
of the suit by withdrawing the sub- 
pena. 

Nevertheless, the committee de- 
livered a copy of the message to 
Chairman McSwain (Dem.), South 
Carolina, of the House Military 
Committee, who promptly brought 
it up in the House, The commit- 
tee’s action was assailed by Elisha 
Hanson, counsel for Hearst, as 
“cowardly.” 

Hanson’s Statement. 

“The action of the Black commit- 
tee in withdrawing its subpena,” 
gaid Hansen in a statement, “is ad- 
mission of the enormity of its of- 
fense and its knowledge of the 
enormity of its offense. 

“Mr. Hearst went into gpen 
court, which is the right of every 
citizen, to protect his liberties un- 
der the first, fourth and fifth 
amendments to the Constitution of 
the United States. The Black com- 
mittee has fled from court and 
written a coward’s letter.” 

Hanson said a second suit to re- 
strain the committee had not been 
killed by the withdrawal of the 
subpent, and that it would be 
“pushed to its conclusion.” 

He said the message delivered to 
McSwain “purported to be but was 
not a copy” of the telegram sent 
by Hearst to James T. Williams, 
Hearst’s chief editorial writer in 
Washington. He did not amplify 
this statement. 

Text as Read by McSwain. 
The text of the message as read 
by McSwain into the House record, 
addressed to Williams, follows: 
“Confidential. Why not make 
several editorials calling for the im- 
peachment of Mr. McSwain. He is 
the enemy within the gates of Con- 
gress, the nation’s citadel. He is a 
Communist in spirit and a traitor 
in effect. He would leave the Unit- 
ed States naked to its foreign and 
domestic enemies. Please make 
these editorials for morning papers. 
Also make editorials extolling ad- 
ministration for its preparedness 
policies which are its main achieve- 
ment. Suggest advocating duplicat- 
ing West Point in Middle West and 
Annapolis on Pacific coast.” 

McSwaie made this the basis of 
his attack. 

“My loyalty, my patriotism, my 
honesty and my integrity have been 

questioned by this little pen-push- 
er,” he said of Williams, adding 
he had been so upset that he had 
been, at pains to hide copies of the 
Hearst papers from his family. 

He reviewed as chairman of the 
Millitary Committee at length, as- 
serting he had made effort aftcr 
effort at the improvement of the 
national defense.

Many Marooned in Trees. 


At suburban Sharpsburg, an un- 
identified man was drowned and 
between 300 and 400 persons were 
marooned in the upper floors of 
their homes and in branches of 
trees.

Safety Director Dunn ordered 
police to devote all their efforts to 
prevent loss of life until the flood 
subsides. He forbade efforts to save 
property immediately. 

At the crest of the flood in Pitts- 
burgh, Smithfield street, six blocks 
from the river’s bank, was the 
“shore.” Water flowed into the 
second stories of buildings on Lib- 
erty avenue, three blocks from the 
water front. 

One rescue boat capsized in sev- 
eral feet of water on Penn avenue, 
normally one of the busiest down- 
town thoroughfares. Five men fell 
into the cold water. Another po- 
lice skiff went to their rescue. 

At McKeesport, Patrolman John 
Spilman was swept downstream and 
drowned while carrying on rescue 
work. His small boat capsized 
near the Youghiogheny' River, 
throwing him and accompanying 
firemen into the water. 

Boy Scouts assisted police in di- 
recting rerouted traffic. One mo- 
torist said he had to travel 15 miles 
to reach the Western penitentiary 
—about three miles from the down- 
town section—after being called 
there by reports of disorders. 

Thirty life guards were sworn in 
as special policemen and assigned 
to rescue work in scattered sec- 
tions.

Proclamation Says That 
Amount Is Minimum 
Needed by Red Cross to 
Care for Sufferers.

WASHINGTON, March 19. — 
President Roosevelt issued a proc- 
lamation today appealing for con- 
tributions of $3,000,000 to the 
American Red Cross for flood re- 
lief. 

The 
said: 

“To the people of the United 
States: 

“Flood waters ranging through- 
out 11 states have driven 200,000 
people from their homes, with every 
indication that this number may be 
materially increased within the 
next 24 hours. In this grave 
emergency, the homeless are turn- 
ing to our great national relief 
agency, the American Red Cross, 
for food, clothing, shelter, and 
medical care. 

Says $3,000,000 Is Minimum. 

“To enable the Red Cross to meet 
this immediate obligation and to 
continue to carry the burden of 
caring for these unfortunate men, 
women and children, until their 
homes are restored and they can 
return to normal living conditions, 
it is necessary that a minimum re- 
lief furd of three million dollars be 
raised’ as promptly as possible. 

“As President of the United 
States and as President of the 
American Red Cross, I am, there- 
fore, urging our people to con- 
tribute promptly and most gener- 
ously, so that sufficient funds may 
be available for the relief of thése 
thousands of your homeless fellow 
citizens. I am confident that in the 
fact of this great need your re- 
sponse will be as immediate and as 
generous as has always been the 
case when the Red Cross has acted 
as your agent in the _ relief of 
human suffering.” 

Members of Committee. 

Mr. Roosevelt appointed an 
emergency Flood Relief Committee 
of Government officials, Secretary 
- War Dern headed the commit- 
ee. 

Other members of the committee 
are Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau; Rear Admiral Adolphus 
Andrews, Acting Secretary of the 
Navy; Harry Hopkins, Works Prog- 
ress Administrator; and- Robert 
Fechner, director of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps. 

The President authorized the 
army, coast guard and other agen- 
cies to utilize any necessary equip- 
ment to give aid in flooded areas.

2. These two countries were 
among the world’s strongest mili- 
tary powers. 

3. The pact was “directed ex- 
clusively” against Germany. 

4. Soviet Russia, by this pact, 
pushed forward to the German 
frontier through a simular alliance 
with Czechoslovakia. 

5. By the pact, the signatories 
made themselves sole judges 
under certain circumstances to 
decide who was an aggressor. 

Von Ribbentrop criticised France 

for refusing to disarm, declar.og 
this forced Germany to take meas- 
ures to restore equilibrium. “The 
German Chancellor has many times 
offered a hand of friendship to 
France, but it was not taken,” he 
said. 

Hitler’s offer of 25-year non-ag- 
gressioa pacts, he insisted, repre- 
sented “the most heartfelt desire of 


a country living in middle Europe.’ 


25-Minute Speech. 

Von Ribbentrop spoke for 25 
minutes. He charged France had 
rejected disarmament pleas, had 
tossed aside a German offer to limit 
its army to 200,000 men and had 
rejectad an air pact, making it con- 
ditional on German participation 


in a general Eastern European pact. 


Germany therefore, he said, had 
been forced to exercise “element- 
ary right to-her safety,” because 
France stripped the Locarno pact 
of all its value. 

Hitler’s security proposals, Von 
Ribbentrop insisted, furnished a 
basis for ending French-German 
“tension” and paving the way for 
creation of a great European peace 
unit in which all nations could par- 
ticipate. 

“The Chancellor’s plan is so wide 
and comprehensive that all states- 
men much wish to see it realized,” 
he said.

Culver was arrested a few min- 
utes after the killing, in an ad- 
joining rooming house where of- 
ficers found him bathing bullet 
wounds in his arm and chest. 

Prisoner Changes Story. 

Brown said Culver, held on sus- 
picion of murder, had changed his 
story on requestioning last night 
after steadily maintaining that his 
wounds had been inflicted by a 
stranger whom he encountered flee- 
ing across the roof of his rooming

Yesterday Whittaker pointed his 
cane at Culver and told police that 
he believed he recognized Culver 
as his wife’s murderer.

Public Safety Committee of Alder- 
men Acts; Bill Up for Passage 
Tomorrow. 


The substitute bill to prohibit ad- 
vertising signs and billboards with- 
in 300 feet of public parks, plazas 
and principal public buildings, was 
again approved yesterday by the 
Public Safety Committee of the 


Board of Aldermen and will be re- 
ported for passage at the bdéard 
meeting tomorrow. 

The committee had approved the 
measure previously, but when it 
was taken up for passage last Fri- 
day, several Aldermen objected on 
the ground that no public hearing 
had been held, and it was sent back 
to committee. At yesterday’s meet- 
ing, Alderman Hubert A. Hoeflin- 
ger, committee chairman, said he 
had found no objection to the bill. 

As has been told, the substitute 
bill. was drafted after a similar 
measure, passed previously by the 
Aldermen, had been reconsidered 
because of its broad nature. The 
first bill prohibited advertising 
signs and billboards within 300 feet 
of all parks, plazas and _. public 
buildings. but the substitute bill 
excepts existing. signs and speci- 
fically prohibits signs or billboards 
within 300 feet of the Memorial 
and Aloe Plazas, buildings in the 
City Hall group, the old Courthouse, 
or any park or plaza in a residential 
or multiple dwelling district, pro 
vided the signs are visible from 
these parks or plazas. The first 
bill applied to all districts. 

The General Council «of Civic 
Needs, which has approved the sub- 
stitute bill, has suggested that ex- 
isting signs which are found objec- 
tionable can be removed by con- 
demnation proceedings.

T1000 REFUGEES 
RETURN TO HOMES 


Waters Receding but Troop- 
ers Caution Residents 


~ Quemahoning Dam Still 
Is Overburdened. 


MANY PASS NIGHT IN 
OPEN ON HIGHLANDS 


‘Town Vacated on False Re- 
' port That Reservoir Had 
Burst — Five Dead, 
Heavy Damage by Flood. 


(Copyright, 1936, by the Associated Press.) 
| JOHNSTOWN, Pa., March 19.— 
'Flood refugees straggled back to 
their homes in Johnstown today 
‘after passing the night in emer- 
gency shelters or on open high- 
lands. It was estimated that 10,000 
persons had left their homes and 
sought shelter elsewhere. 

As the waters receded from their 
crest of 16 feet a general return 
began, despite recommendations of 
State Troopers that residents stay 
away from the flooded area until 
tonight. A snowstorm came today, 
'with falling temperature. 
| The officers cautioned the resi- 
dents because of the overloaded 
condition of the Quemahoning Dam. 
'Some relief of the pressure behind 
the dam was indicated when an em- 
ploye of the Bell Telephone Co. re- 
ported its flood gates had been 
opened, allowing the waters above 
to fall five feet. Earlier, State 
Troopers said the waters in the 
Reservoir 


Quemahoning (seven 


miles long and two to three miles 
wide) were flowing over the top 
of the dam. 
There are five known dead. 
Troopers on Guard All Night. 


Troopers stood guard all night to 
give an alarm if the dam should 
break and all pedestrians were or- 
dered from the streets by Mayor 
Daniel Shields. 

False reports during the night 
that the dam had broken kept the 
_city in a state of alarm. The clang- 
os of bells, blaring of burglar 
alarms and shouts of “The dam is 
‘out” sent the town’s residents on a 
‘dash to the uplands, without stop- 
| ping for verification or to save pos- 
‘sessions. In a little while the town 
had been emptied of all but a few 
officers patrolling the streets. Then, 
with all out of danger, the State 
police .warned them to remain away 
from homes. Most of .them com- 
plied. 

Many refugees returning today 
found their homes damaged or de- 
stroyed by torrents which swept 
through first and second story win- 
dows. Temporarily homeless fami- 
‘lies went to school houses, fire sta- 
tions and private homes. 


Relief Convoys on Way. 


| Convoys of trucks moved over 
flooded highways toward the strick- 
en city, bearing food, medical sup- 
plies and clothing. Additional aid 
was promised by relief agencies. 
More than 10,000 persons were in 
need of relief. 

The Mayor, asserting he had re- 
ceived many reports of looting, 
swore in 250 special officers to aid 
State Troopers and highway patrol- 
men in guarding abandoned homes 
rand business houses. 

Debris and mud wcovered the 
'streets today. Mixed into the silt 
was glass from windows shattered 
| by the- pressure of the waters. 
_Houses leaned on their foundations. 
| Automobiles lay on their tops or 
|sides. A grand piano lay against 
|a heap of splintered lumber and 
i'swisted steel. 


Power service was off. Only can- 
dies and flares lighted the stricken 
town during the night. 

All public buildings were thrown 
open to provide shelter, but they 
were cold and without lights. The 
churches also opened their doors tc 
refugees. 

F. W. Buchanan, 60 years old, 
former officer of the Pennsylvania 
Elks, lost his life in the flood just 
when his rescue seemed ‘certain.

President Roose- 
velt is expected to sign the bill be- 
fore leaving for his Southern fishing 


trip. 

The House overrode Republican 
epposition to approve a conference 
report on the measure, and the Sen- 
ate, which had added the farm and 
bonus money to the legislation, 
agreed to minor changes by the 


House. 

One change was intended to in- 
sure that the farm funds be used 
only for the AAA-substitute pro- 
gram, and not for the regular soil 
erosion service. 

Attack on Farm Allowances. 

Representative Taber (Rep.), New 
York, opened an attack on the 
farm allowances by declaring the 
program contemplated paying $10 
each on 35,000,000 acres withdrawn 
from production with the only re- 
sult “greater distress, particularly 
for the dairy farmers, than any- 
thing that has ever come before.” 

He said that in two days of spe- 
cial hearings, “no real justification 
for the money” was shown by agri- 
cultural] officials. 

Representative Wigglesworth 
(Rep.) Massachusetts, declared 
testimony had developed “that 
the motive that will influence those 
spending the money is that of car- 
rying out by indirection the triple 
A provisions the Supreme Court 
prohibited carrying out directly.” 

Representative Culkin (Rep.) 
New York, said the new program 
would hurt the dairy farmer. He 
also objected to “spending $1,250,- 
000,000 for reclamation, and on the 
other hand $500,000,000 to retire 
35,000,000 acres from production.” 

The charge that “this is the 

greatest grab of power by bureau- 
cracy ever made in this country” 
was made by Representative Tobey 
(Rep.) New Hampshire, 
. Chairman Woodrum (Dem.) Vir- 
ginia of the House conferees, 
termed the Republicans’ argument 
“clap-trap.” He said he did not see 
how AAA officials could have been 
more specific than they were in 
saying they expected to take out 
approximately 35,000,000 acres, at a 
cost of about $11 an acre with 75 
cents an acre for administrative 
costs. 

“I sympathize with you gentle- 
men of the minority,” he _ said. 
“Your wrecking song is becoming 
weaker and weaker.

SPAIN'S ‘BRAIN TRUST 
IN NEW CABINET 


Four College Professors and 
a School Teacher Among 
the Members. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, March 19.—Premier 
Manuel Azana, head of the Leftist 
Government, has four university 
professors and one school teacher 
in his Cabinet while three other 
members are known for their con- 
nection with the development of 
Spain’s cultural life.

Crippled Children Using 


~ New Warm Water Pool 


Forty-Two Pupils at 


Elias Michael. School 


Given Muscle Training Exercises 


Daily by Teachers. 


A specially constructed, warm wa- 
ter pool was completed recently at 
Elias Michael School for Crippled 
Children, 4568 Forest Park boule- 
vard, with funds from the public 
school bond issue and a PWA grant. 
Muscle-training exercises are being 
given in the pool to 42 of the 150 
pupils. 

Formal dedication of the pool 
and other new improvements, in- 
cluding showers and rest rooms, 
made at a total cost of $15,962, will 
be held March 27. John J. Sheahan 
of the Board of Education is chair- 
man of the committee arranging 
the dedication program. 

The new pool, which is, 15% feet 
long and 12% feet wide, with a 
graduated depth of from 24 to 42 
inches, was built into the floor of 
a small room formerly used as a 
gymnasium. Half of the room holds 
showers, tables and dressing parti- 
tions and is separated from the 
pool area by a guard rail. 

Surrounding the terrazzo pool ts 
a narrow trench about four feet 
deep in which the teachers stand. 
As they lean against the pool wall, 
their arms are free to massage the 
children while they are in the wa- 
ter and to guide them through the 
prescribed exercises. The child en- 
ters the 95 degree water by sliding 
down a ramp into the shallow end 


of the pool. 

Cheerful colors have been select- 
ed for decorating the room, lighted 
naturally by three large windows. 
The walls and ceiling are white. 
Red and yellow curtains hang at 
the doors of the dressing room, and 
the bathing trunks and caps of the 
children are of blue, green and 
orange. 

Miss Dorothy Geisel, in charge of 
physical therapy at the school, ex- 
plained to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
yesterday that children are given 
exercise only when it is ordered by 
their attending specialists. The re- 
education of muscles requires reg- 
ular, moderate exercise and is fre- 
quently best accomplished in the 
buoyant medium of water. All but 
eight of the children who have reg- 
ular periods in the pool are vic- 
tims of infantile paralysis. "The 
others have spastic paralysis. 

When the child is undressed and 
ready to enter the pool, he takes 
a shower and slides down the 
ramp. Wearing an inflated tube or 
a cork jacket for greater buoyancy, 
he moves cautiously to the point 
where his teacher is_ standing. 
Then, with her help, he flexes his 
arms and legs, arches his back, or 
walks back and forth across the 
pool, using a special stride to 
strengthen leg muscles. A child 
remains in the water not more than 
20 minutes.

Ways Suggested to Meet Relief 
Problem After State Aid Stops 


Administrator Crump Writes City Fund Might 
Be “Spread Thin,” or May Cut Rolls— 
Drawbacks to Both Methods. 


What to do about the relief prob- 
lem in St. Louis after this month, 


when State relief funds will be ex- 
hausted, is the subject of an article 
by Robert J. Crump, Relief Admin- 
istrator, in the current issue of St. 
Louis Commerce, published by the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

When the article was written, 
Crump did not know what would 
be done; but suggested several pos- 
sibilities. He said today he still 
didn't know. 

There are two main alternatives, 
the Relief Administrator suggests. 
One is to “spread thin” the money 
that will be available, the other is 
the wholesale dropping of certain 
groups from the relief rolls. . 

St. Louis, unlike most Missouri 
communities, will have some State 
relief money to spend next month 
—about $100,000, instead of the 
$300,000 which the State has con- 
tributed each month recently’ to 
relief here. When that is gone, 
there will be only the city’s ap- 
propriation of $147,000 each month 
from bond issue funds. 

That $147,000, unless additional 


funds are provided from an unfor- 
seen’ source, will have to meet the 
needs of 14,000 relief cases, 50,000 
to 55,000 individuals, each month, if 
the policy of “spreading thin” 
should be adopted. This would mean 
an allowance of about $9 a month 
for each relief case, and in the 
average case there are nearly four 
individuals. 

It would mean, in Crump’s 
words, “cutting relief on a budget 
which is already below the standard 
of health and decency.” 


“For example,” he writes, “a fam- 
ily of five, now receiving a grocery 
allowance of $6.60 a week, would 
receive only $2.20 for one week. The 
danger of this reduction to the 
health of members of the family, 
particularly to the growing chil- 
dren, is obvious. 

“It might be possible, also, to stop 
paying rent, gas and light bills on 
the assumption that food is more 
important. Clothes and medical 
care might be ignored for the same 
reason. The avoidance of meeting 
bills, however, could not be con- 
tinued indefinitely.” 

Possible Eliminations. 

Groups that might be dropped 
from the relief rolls, should the 
other policy be adopted, Crump sug- 
gests, would include all who had

for their needs, all those who are 
classed as “employable” and a part 
of the “unemployables.” 
“Supplementation of inadequate 
wages from private industry might 
be stopped if the family is earning 
enough to cover its grocery bill,” 
the relief administrator suggests. 
“Veterans who are eligible for the 
bonus in July could be eliminated 
from the relief rolls, allowing them 
to manage on credit until they re- 
ceive the bonus payment. Families 
or persons who are not residents 
of the city could be refused relief. 
Also our employables who are still 
without work might be taken off 
the relief rolls on the basis of their 
potential earning capacity.” 


Plight of Unemployables. 


Removal of the unemployables 
from the relief rolls, Crump points 
out, would mean that private char- 
ities, or other welfare departments 
of the city or State, would be called 
on to assume a burden larger than 
they are equipped to handle. 

“There is a residual group of un- 
employable families and single per- 
sons who will be left on the relief 
rolls even after the removal of the 
types of cases indicated earlier,” 
Crump concludes. “These will in- 
clude the women with small chil- 
dren who are not eligible for a 
mother’s allowance; the physically 
handicapped and incapacitated, the 
aged who need relief up to the time 
they receive old age pensions, the

Argues at Hearing for Regulation 
of Labor Conditions on Goy- 
ernment Contract Jobs.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—Leg- 
islation to regulate labor conditions 
on work done under Government 
contracts was assailed before a 
House Judiciary Subcommittee 
yesterday as “dictatorship” and de- 
fended as a stimulant to better 
working conditions generally. 
Secretary of Labor Perkins urged 
enactment of the Healey bill to “re- 


lieve the very embarassing situa- 
tion” of the Government, which ad- 
vocates better wages and lower 
hours while it let contracts to low- 
est bidders without regard to their 
labor practices.

MAYOR SEES NO NEED 
FOR HIGHER TAX RATE 


Also Says He Hopes City 
Budget Will Be Balanced 
, by April 14. 


Mayor Dickmann today announced 
that, in his belief, no increase in the 
city-State-school tax rate, now $2.77 
on $100 valuation, would be neces- 
sary for the coming fiscal year. He 
said also that he hoped the city’s 
budget would be approximately bal- 
anced at the close of the 1935-36 
fiscal year, April 14. 

The Mayor’s announcement fol- 
lowed the action of City Assessor 
Ralph Coale in lowering tax assess- 
ments on small homes, to an extent 
which caused a decrease of $21,132; 
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250,000 bonds for the Jefferson Me- 
morial river front improvement, the 
Mayor said, the tax rate would not 
necessarily be affected, as it might 
not be necessary to provide for 
servicing, or interest and sinking 
fund charges on the bonds, before 
another year. 


The tax rate of $2.77 is composed 
of three items, which are: State, 15 
cents; schools, 88 cents; and city 
purposes, $1.74. In 1933 and 1934, 
the rate was $2.74, but the 3-cent 
increase last year was in school tax 
requiremients. The deficit, left over 
by the Miller administration when 
Mayor Dickmann took office in 
1933, was $1,379,000. This was re- 
duced to $149,000 in 1934, but went 
up to $884,000 last year, following 
restoration of a 10 per cent pay cut 
of city employes. Two previous re- 
ductions in the real estate assess- 
ment have been made during the 
depression period.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—The 
Senate Expenditures Committee to- 
day approved a resolution for an 
investigation of the Worke Prog- 
ress Administration after Sen- 
ator Davis (Rep.), Pennsylvania, 
had charged Democratic officials 
were making a “political football” 
out of relief.

Lewis said. “I’ve yet to see a man 
who would take his place.” 

“tt is impossible to administer 
from Washington,” Davis replied.

Davis added he did not think any- 
one could do a “better job” than 
Hopkins from Washington. 

Holt’s Demand Yesterday. 

An immediate invesigation by the 
Senate of all Federal relief activi- 
tis was demanded by Senator Holt 
(Dem.), West Virginia, yesterday, 

Assailing “reckless and extrava- 
gant” expenditures by the West 
Virginia Works Progress Adminis 
tration Holt attacked Hopkins, 
declaring that if Hopkins swore to

perjury.” 

Holt said “something must be 
done” toward adopting a perma:

He reviewed his charges of “po 
litical control” of the West Virginia 
WPA, and said the people not only 
wanted relief, “but relief from the 
wise-cracking of Harry Hopkins.’ 

Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
asked Holt if he protested against 
giving jobs to Democrats on WPA 
projects.

Law Firm Fee Disclosed at 
Hearing Into $400,000 Re- 
organization Expense Fund. 


The New York law firm of Cra- 
vath, DeGersdorff, Swaine & Wood 
charged readjustment managers of 
the Frisco Railroad $25 an hour for 
their services in preparing and fur- 
thering a financial reorganization 
plan later abandoned, it was shown 
at the inquiry, resumed today be- 
fore Federal Court Master Harding 
in the Frisco Building, into the 
$400,000 expense fund turned over 
to the managers by the railroad in 
fee. The additional work, up to the 
present, consumed 1386 hours. 

Counsel for the readjustment 
managers, who were directors of 
the railroad, are seeking court ap- 
proval of expenditures of $204,000 
and additional unpaid bills totaling 
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$168,000. The unpaid bills include 
$75,000 claimed as a fee by the law | 
firm: $22,500 claimed by Edward N. | 
Brown, chairman of the Frisco’s'| 
board of directors, for services as 
chairman of the readjustment man- 
agers; $15,000 claimed as a fee by 
the St. Lowis law firm of Jones & 
Carter. 

Frank A. Thompson, counsel for 
Co-Trustee John G. Lonsdale of the 
Frisco, contends the readjustment | 
managers should turn over to the | 
railroad $318,850 on hand when it | 
went into receivership Nov. 1, 1932. | 

In cross-examination of Robert T. | 
Swaine, one of the partners in the | 
New York firm, Thompson brought 
out that the firm had spent 3990 
hours on the readjustment plan 
from July, 1932, to January, 1934, 
when the plan was abandoned after 


Finance Corporation, a large cred- 
itor of the Frisco, and others. 

Swaine conceded that application 
of the 3990 hours to the $75,000 
claim plus $25,000 received on ac- 
count. by his firm on the eve of 
receivership showed a charge of 
$25 an hour. He added, however, 
that: he considered work done by 
his firm in winding up the affairs 
of the readjustment managera, in- 
cluding the present accounting, a 
legitimate part of the basis for th 
fee. . 

He volunteered a statement, ac- 
cepted in the record, that the over- 
head in supplying a law department 
in connection with the plan 
amounted to $43,000. Thus, he con- 
tinued, the request for $100,000 was 
in fact a request for a $57,000 fee 
and reimbursement of $43,000. 

Under further questioning, 
Swaine said that as general counsel 
for the Frisco his law firm received 
$17,460 as its retainer for the first 
10 months of 1932 and got also $25,- 
000 for special work for the rail- 
road in October of that year, a few 
weeks before the receivership. 

Ieonard D. Adkins, another of 
the law partners, testified that the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
in June, 1932, suggested a readjust- 
ment plan as a condition to its ap- 
proval of a loan from the RFC to 
the Frisco. : 

Adkins, as Swaine had done, gave 
details of his firm’s services, in- 
cluding efforts in obtaining depos- 
its of bonds under the plan, confer- 
ences with officials of the ICC and 
RFC, and work in preventing state 
court receivership actions from pre- 
vailing over Federal jurisdiction.

RAY ELLINWOOD 


Ellinwood, Record Breaker 
On Maroon Track Squad, 
Started at Western M. A.

Three weeks ago, Ellinwood broke 
the world indoor record for the 
quarter-mile by setting a new time 
of 49 seconds flat in a dual meet 
with Notre Dame. Last Saturday 
he smashed that record, hanging 
up a new low mark of 48.9 seconds 
in the twenty-sixth annual West- 
ern Conference meet. The former 
record was 49.3 seconds, held by 
Alex Wilson, Canadian Olympic 
and Notre Dame _ speedster, and 
was made in 1932. Ellinwood is con- 
sidered a sure bet for the coming 
Olympics and is already rated as 
one of the “greats” in the Univer- 
sity of Chicago athletic annals, 
ranking with Berwanger in foot- 
ball and Haarlow in basketball. 
Started Running at 14 Years Old. 
Captain Ed P. Droste, who coach- 
es track at Western, can claim a 
good share of the credit for start- 
ing Ray Ellinwood on his way up 
the track ladder. Back in the spring 
of 1931, Ellinwood, a slender, smil- 
ing cadet, then only 14 years old 
and in the sophomore high school 
class, reported for the W. M. A. 
track squad. Droste found that the 
youngster had some speed and an 
unbounded enthusiasm for the 
sport, and he encouraged the boy’s 
efforts. 

In Ellinwood’s senior year at 
Western, after three seasons under 
Droste’s tutelage, he showed decid- 
ed indications of becoming an ex- 
ceptional star. That spring, in 
1933, as captain of the W. M. A. 
track team, he set 11 records—four 
all-time Western records, three in 
the St. Louis Prep League, two in 
the St. Louis A. B. C. League, and 
two at the Maplewood relays. At 


Breaking a world’s track record twice within three weeks is 
the sensational performance of Ray Ellinwood, sophomore track star 


only three years ago, as a mem- 


ber of the Western Military Academy team of Alton, was flying 
around the cinder paths of the St. Louis area, competing in the meets 


that time, in addition to the 440, he 
also ran the 880 and the mile, and 
was also a member of the 880-yard 
relay team. 

His best records while a prep 
star at Western were: 51.2 seconds 
for the 440; 1:59.2 for the 880; 4:35.6 
for the mile; 1:34.5 as a member of 
the 880-yard relay. 

Played on Western Eleven. 

Ellinwood also played football at 
W. M. A. and was named all-con- 
ference end in 1932. Now his speedy 
legs are too valuable to risk upon 
the gridiron. 

The Maroon track flash finds 
time between breaking world rec- 
ords to continue his fine scholastic 
work. Maj. R. S. Eaton, a former 
instructor of Ellinwood at Western, 
recently heard the following story 
going the rounds on the university 
campus. 

Shortly before the track season 
opened Ray was summoned by his 
faculty adviser for an interview. 
The professor was concerned be- 
cause Ray was carrying five courses 
instead of the customary three or 
four. But when confronted with 
Ellinwood’s excellent grades, the 
university faculty member decided 
that maybe the program was O. K. 
He did venture the opinion, however, 
that perhaps Ray was spending too 
much time on his studies at the 
expense of his physical well-being. 

“Do you get any exercise?” the 
professor asked. 

“Oh, I fool around some on the 
track once in a while,” Ellinwood 
modestly replied. 

And that reply, his friends say, 
gives an insight into the modest 
personality of Ellinwood,

Only three sections of the nation 
were represented among the eight 
survivors today, the Midwest with 
four, Rocky Mountain region with 
three, and the West Coast one. 

The seeded teams remaining were 
the champion Santa Fe Trails of 
Kansas City, the Globe Refiners 
of McPherson, Kan.; the Western 
Transits of Hutchinson, Kan.; the 
Universals of Hollywood and the 
Safeways of Denver. Strangely 
missing were fhe Kansas City Phil- 
cos, outstanding favorites until 
about 11 o’clock last night; the 
Gridleys of Wichita, Kan., and the 
Gilmore Oilers of Aberdeen, Wash. 

Into the quarterfinals also went 
three dark horses. They were Col- 
orado State, Kansas City Life of 
Denver and a rangy quintet from 
the Warrensburg (Mo.) Teachers’ 
College. 

Tonight the Santa Fes meet the 
Teachers; the Greeley quintet meets 
McPherson, the Kansas City Life 
team of Denver meets the Tran- 
sits, and the Universals meet the 
Safeways. 

The biggest upset of the day was 
the 41-38 defeat handed the top- 
ranking favorites, the Philcos, by 
the Kansas City Life team.

no aspersions are being cast at the 
guards or tackles because intelli- 
gence hasn’t been mentioned. Prob- 
ably the players in these two spots 
don’t have to do so much quick 
thinking as those at some of the 
other posts, but if a man who is 
trying for guard or tackle hap- 
pens to be a Phi Beta Kappa, the 
coach won't necessarily hold that 
against him. 

ENDS: Like the tackles, the first 
question is likely to be “How big 
is he?” He has to be fast, too, the 
present day flanker, and he must 
be able to handle a football for, 
after all, the end is the logical re- 
ceiver of a pass. Nowadays, with 
most teams using a six-man line, 
the defense is drawn in close and 
the end must be big and _ strong 
enough to be able to fight off pros- 
pective “blotters-out,” who are 
out there for the express purpose 
of so interfering that the end will 
find himself out of the play and 
the opposing ball-carrier, perhaps, 
away for a long run around the 
end. 

Therefore, it would seem that the 
first requisite for backs, centers 
and guards is speed, while size is 
considered first for tackles and 
ends. Height doesn’t handicap a 
center any and a fellow nearly six 
feet with the other requisites of 
the job is likely to be a stand-out 
in his position. Ends also could 
use stature in pass-receiving. — 

The Big Little Fellows. 

Of course, no fast rules can be 
laid down for a slow-——comparative- 
ly slow—man might conceivably 
turn out to be a great back or a 
fair center or guard. Also, there 
have been guards and tackles who 
didn’t weigh an awful lot—remem- 
ber Metzger of Notre Dame?—and 
little ends. Yale men always will 
remember Frank Hinkey, who was 
135 pounds of dynamite. 

But, in the main, the above rules 
generally obtain. Probably, 99 out 
of every 100 college coaches in the 
country today would subscribe to 
them.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—Pres- 
ent laws permit “the rich man to 
use the corporation to his great 


tax advantage,” Robert H. Jackson, 
Assistant Attorney-General, said in 
a speech made public here Tues- 
day night in defense of President 
Roosevelt’s proposal to tax undis- 
tributed corporate earnings. 

Existing tax laws, he said, en- 
courage holding companies, stimu- 
late monopoly and deprive small 


stockholders of company earnings. 


The proposed new tax will tend, 


Jackson said, to effect a wider dis- 


tribution of wealth. 
He used the phrase “incorporated 
pocketbooks” to describe holding 
companies, which he said were cre- 
ated to hoard company profits out 
of reach of the tax collector. 
“These ‘incorporated pocketbooks’ 
have long been used to evade taxes 
and have long vexed Congress,” 
Jackson said. “Various provisions 
to reach .personal holding com- 
panies and to prevent unreasonable 
accumulations of surplus to avoid 
taxes have been enacted. None 
worked well in actual practice. 

Charges Discrimination. 
“The result is that existing laws 
permit the rich man to use the cor- 
poration to his great tax advan- 
tage, while a man of moderate in- 
come cannot make use of the cor- 
poration for legitimate business 
purposes without paying a penalty 
in the form of higher tax. That 
this discrimination against small 
business has fostered monopolies 
ought to be obvious.” 
Jackson, who was until recently 
general counsel of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue, had a. consider- 
able part in drafting the Presi- 
dent’s tax program. He is now 
head of the tax division of the De- 
partment of Justice. At the time 
that President Roosevelt spon- 
sored tax increases on large in- 
comes before the last session of 
Congress, Jackson appeared before 
committees of House and Senate 
to show in detail how men of great 
wealth were able to dodge the in- 
come tax. He spoke last night be- 
fore the Young Democratic Club 
in New York. 
It is Jackson who, as counsel for 
the Revenue Bureau, has fought 
the claim for more than $3,000,000 
in taxes and penalties against An- 
drew W. Mellon, former Secretary 
of the Treasury. As head of the 
tax division in the Department of 
Justice, Jackson will fight this case 
probably all the way to the Su- 
preme Court, on appeal from what- 
ever the decision the Board of Tax 
Appeals may hand down. 

Jackson Quotes Hoover. 

Jackson quoted former President 
Hoover’s recent statement before 
the Life Underwriters’ Association 
regarding a proposed tax on life 
insurance, The proceeds of life in- 
surance have the same exemptions 
now as under the estate tax law 
approved by Hoover, Jackson said. 
According to Jackson, $80,000 may 
be left to beneficiaries before a tax 
begins on insurance, 

“It can hardly be said,” Jackson 
Stated, “that ‘this tax comes out 
of the poor.’” 

Hoover charged that “the poor” 
bore the burden of a tax on insur- 
ance. Jackson also took occasion 
to correct Hoover on the number 
of persons paying income tax. The 
former President in his speech put 
the figure at 5,000,000. 

“Mr. Hoover's estimate of 5,000,- 
000 Income taxpayers is an exag- 
geration of any recent figures,” 
Jackson said. “At the end of Mr. 
Hoover's four years only 1,747,000 
reported having enough income so 
that they were taxable. Happily, 
that number has now substantially 
increased and is steadily increas- 
ing.” 

Too Costly for Little Fellow. 

The present corporation tax 
makes it too costly for the small 
business man to use this form of 
business organization, Jackson de- 


of the: 


clared. If the net profit of a busi- 
ness is under about $18,000, accord- 
ing to Jackson, it now costs more 
in taxes to be incorporated than 
to act as an individual. 

“A second wrong in the tax law,” 
Jackson said, “is that the owners 
of a business with big income 
would pay less tax by keeping the 
profits in a corporation than if they 
took them out and paid the surtax 
which applies to large individual in- 
comes. As long as profits stay in 
the corporation they are taxed at 
only 15 per cent but when they 
were paid out, the stockholder may 
have a surtax which would reach 
52 per cent for the high brackets 
on a $100,000 income. 

“Thus the stockholder with a 
large income now saves tax by lock- 
ing up earnings in a corporation 
instead of paying dividends. His 
stock is increased in value by the 
earnings plowed back. If he dies 
still owning the stock no one would 
pay income tax on such increase. 

Increased Value Tax Free. 

“If he enters a reorganization of 
his company, by merger or consoli- 
dation, he gets the advantage of 
his increased value tax free.

Jackson spoke briefly of the “con- 
centration” of corporation assets 
and income. Of all net incomes to 
corporation in 1932, he declared, 
more than 50 per cent went to 201 
corporations which represented only 
three-tenths of one per cent of the 
total number of corporations hav- 
ing some net income. 

“There is no real evidence,” he 
said, “that a limit to the continued 
increase of corporate size has yet 
been reached, or that any real ob- 
stacle, economic or legal, to the 
continued concentration of corpo- 
rate wealth has yet been created. 
Our antiquated tax laws foster the 
increase, because withholding prof- 
its from stockholders and use of 
them to finance monopolistic prac- 
tices has played a large part in 
this unwholesome development.” 

“Any corporation,” Jackson said, 
“which distributed 60 per cent of 
its total earnings will 
higher tax to pay under the pro- 
posed law than it now pays. The 
corporation that is distributing 


'more than 60 per cent may actual- 


ly have its taxes reduced. The in- 
creases will affect only those cor- 
porations which withhold an undue 
share of earnings from those who 
have invested.” 
“Great Umbrellas.” 

Jackson scoffed at the argument 
brought forward by opponents of 
the administration’s tax measure 
that corporate surpluses “are great 
unbrellas” which large corpora- 
tions hold over the heads of the 
stockholders public when the “rainy 
day” comes. At the most, accord- 
ing to Jackson, who based his 
statement on income tax figures, 
“the benefit of ‘rainy day’ surplus 
dividends could not, in any degree, 
reach over 2,500,000 people.” 

“Now let us see,” he said, “what 
this shelter meant to the various 
groups who did share it.

Amendment to Deny R. O. 

T.-C. Funds to Schools 
Requiring Army Training 
Beaten, 59 to 18. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—Op- 
ponents of the provision at some 
schools for compulsory military 
training were beaten, 59 to 18, in 
the Senate yesterday. A final vote 
on the $611,000,000 War Depart- 
ment supply bill was delayed by 
debate over airplane contracts and 
the Florida ship canal. 

Three Republicans — Frazier 
of North Dakota, Capper of 
Kansas and Norris of Nebras- 
ka — and 12 Democrats’ voted 
with the two Farmer-Laborites, 
Benson and Shipstead of Minne- 
sota and the Progressive, La Fol- 
lette of Wisconsin, for Frazier’s 
amendment to withhold Reserve 
Officer Training Corps funds from 
schools or colleges requiring mili- 
tary training. 


Frazier said he was “opposed to 
Prussianizing these schools,”  re- 
ferring to 49 of the 51 land grant 
colleges and 41 of the 96 high school 
units which the War Department 
had informed him had mandatory 
military courses. 


“Not Compulsory Under Law.” 

Senator Russell (Dem.), Georgia, 
opposed the amendment, with a 
declaration that a “definite attempt 
has been made to create an impres- 
sion that some act of Congress 
makes this course of training 
compulsory.” 

“There is not a line of Federal 
statute requiring compulsory mili- 
tary education,” he said, “or mak- 
ing a grant to an educational insti- 
tution contingent upon compulsory 
training.” 

Senator Norris, the only member 
now in the Senate of that little 
group which voted against the 
United States’ entering the World 
War, agreed the Federal grants 
were not conditioned on a college's 
maintaining compulsory military in- 
struction, but argued students 
should not be denied the right to 
enter a certain school because they

world—that of the German people,

“Tt is impossible to forge such a 
union,” he said, “on a basis of a 
treaty which divided peoples into 
two classes, and it is impossible to 
erect such a union on states which 
want to dictate in any other way.” 

“German people,” he shouted, 
“you must not rely upon other peo- 
ples to understand your situation as 
long as you are unwilling to fight 
for yourself.” 

Turning to the French-Russian 
mutual assistance pact, he said, “T 
tried without success to prevent its 
signing. I would have sinned against 
the German nation if I had not 
protected our rights over our terri- 
tory so that we would be prepared 
for future cases.” 

Seeming to refer to recent efforts 
of foreign diplomats to soften his 
determination not to discuss mat- 
ters affecting German sovereignty, 
he declared, “No statesman. in, the 
world could have changed my mind.”

THE RELIEF PROBLEM. 

The amount which the President has requested as 
an additional appropriation for work relief in the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1937—$1,500,000,000—is 
about what had been expected, but it still must 
come as a shock to see the figures officially set down 
and to measure by them the extent to which we 
have failed to solve the problem of unemployment. 

Dwarfed though it may be in comparison with the 
$4,880,000,000 voted for the same purposes last year, 
$1,500,000,000 remains a stupendous sum. It is con- 
siderably more than the entire cost of the Federal 
Government as recently as 20 years ago. As a billion 
dollars will be spent for relief out of prior appropria- 
tions and $600,000,000 is proposed for various public 
works and for the Civilian Conservation Corps, the 
$1,500,000,000 estimate of the President raises to 
$3,100,000,000 the total projected outlay for relief by 
the Federal Government during the next fiscal] year. 

It is, as our Washington correspondent says in re- 
porting the figures, a somber picture which the Pres- 
ident paints. He finds that although “5,000,000 more 
people were at work in December, 1935, than in 
March, 1933,” there are still 5,300,000 families and 
unattached persons in need of some form of public 
assistance. And even this large number does not 
include large groups of others who are looking for 
work, among them the tragic group of young people 
who, against their eager desire, are compelled to 
accept support from their parents. 

The figures do indeed, as the President says, tell 
the story of the most difficult problem the country 
faces. 

Aside from its statement of the problem and the 
recommendation that $1,500,000,000 be added to the 
funds for work relief, the President’s message is 
largely an appeal] to private industry to come to the 
rescue. He believes that private industry, through 
the shorter work week, could absorb a considerable 
number of the unemployed. That is doubtless true; 
the whole situation, as we have often said, consti- 
tutes a challenge to industry. But it is greatly to 
be feared that the response of industry will be con- 
ditioned by the apprehension which the spending 
policies of the administration have aroused. The 
times demand not only the initiative of private in- 
dustry in taking up the employment slack, but a 
clear sign from the Government that it is determined 
to end wasteful and extravagant outlays, so that 
the budget may be balanced at the earliest possible 
date. 
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Federal relief in generous measure must be con- 
tinued: there can be no dispute on that point. But 
we are convinced that the whole problem of relief 
needs to be re-examined by Congress, with a view 
to cutting down a cost that threatens the Govern- 
ment’s credit. We believe that Congress should re- 
quire, if not the immediate liquidation of the WPA 
as now constituted and the substitution of a more 
rational and less wasteful system of relief, at least 
the taking of steps toward that end. 

In this connection, Congress could not do better 
than consult the forward-looking view of the work- 
relief problem set out by Peter Kasius, director of 
the United Charities of St. Louis, in a recent radio 
address. The point made by Mr. Kasius is, in brief, 
that the present system of endeavoring to combine 
unemployment relief and public works is neither 
good work nor effective relief. “The present pro- 
gram falls far short of providing even bare sub- 
sistence in large numbers of cases,” he said, “and 
it makes work appear as something artificial and 
forced.” He laid down broad principles whose adop- 
tion early in the crisis might well have eliminated 
many of the defects now clearly visible. 

Public works, in his view, should be-genuine con- 
structive undertakings, which have “reality to the 
worker and which an informed community can ac- 
cept as useful.” Relief, on the other hand, should 
be extended to those who need it, and not under the 
guise of wages for useless work. To quote: 


Wages earned through useful work are far 
more desirable than relief, but if the work does 
not have reality, if to the worker it appears as 
something created to compel him to go through 
certain manual motions as an alternative to 
starvation, then we may well ask if we are not 
destroying the very incentives that the program 
is intended to preserve. 


Taking as his text the platform drawn up by the 
American Association of Social Workers at a recent 
conference, Mr. Kasius outlined a program that 
means essentially separation of public works from 
relief. He favors useful public works, conducted 
under normal working conditions; that is, hiring 
only the number of men actually needed, hiring them 
on a basis of skill, not of need, and paying them 
prevailing wage rates. To supplement this, a well- 
rounded program of direct relief where needed.

Under a workable social security system, the relief 
needs would be drastically reduced from what the 
country now faces. Such a system is a part of pre- 
paring for emergencies no less than the advance 
planning of public works. 

The country should have been prepared to meet 
an unemployment emergency with some such pro- 
gram as that laid down in Mr. Kasius’ address. 
Parts of it are possible of application even at this 
late date. Certainly the whole program should re- 
ceive the fullest consideration of Congress and the 
President.

WHAT ABOUT IT, GOV. PARK? 

Gov. Park’s objection to calling a special session 
to provide Missouri's relief needs after April 1 is 
based on the assumption that new revenue legislation 
would be necessary, and on his belief that the Legis- 
lature would refuse to pass such legislation. 

Along comes Carter W. Atkins, director of the 
Governmental Research Institute, with a showing 
that the Governor is misinformed about the State’s 
financial situation. Mr. Atkins’ analysis indicates 
that the State has a reservoir of approximately 
$3,000,000 in unappropriated revenues and unspent 
balances, which can be appropriated forthwith for 
relief purposes. 

In addition, Mr. Atkins points out that the Gov- 
ernor has power under the State budget law to make 
a 10 per cent cut in expenses of State departments, 
which would yield another million dollars or more. 
Hence, he argues that the only duty a special session 
would have is to pass an appropriation bill. 

Here is an astounding situation. A tremendous 
pother is made at Jefferson City about the necessity 
for new taxes, and an expert who has no connection 
with the State Government says no new taxes are 
necessary. 

Is the Governor correct? Or is Mr. Atkins? 
Another aspect of the situation is discussed by Mr. 
Atkins. “The impression has prevailed generally,” 
says he, “that the revenues from the liquor and sales 
taxes would be used for the new or additional needs 
of eleemosynary institutions, old-age assistance and 
direct relief. Actually, only 51.5 per cent of the esti- 
mated revenues from liquor and sales taxes would 
be used for those purposes this biennium.” 

In the years 1935-36, the revenue from liquor and 
sales taxes is estimated at $28,597,913. This is NEW 
revenue. With such a large sum at its disposal, one 
would reasonably suppose that the State would be 
rolling in wealth. And, indeed, if Mr. Atkins’ fig- 
ures are correct, it is rolling in comparative wealth, 
but doesn’t know it. 

What about it, Gov. Park? 
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VENIZELOS. ; 

The life of Eleutherios Venizelos was a Greek 
drama on the ancient pattern. His was a career in 
which triumph and tragedy mingled, but whose hero 
clung steadfastly to one purpose—freedom and great- 
ness for Greece. He won notable victories, only to 
see them swept away. He was hailed by the Greeks 
as their liberator and a few years later formally 
anathematized in the public square at Athens. The 
tasks he faced in endless succession were like those 
the Greek dramatists set for their heroes. Both 
force and strategy were required to cope with his op- 
ponents—the Turkish oppressors, the monarchs at 
home, the fickle electorate, his mercurial Balkan 
allies, the diplomats who weighed his claims for 
Greece. 

The character of the man made his dramatic ca- 
reer possible. Courageous, fixed in purpose, honest, 
untiring, a steadfast lover of liberty, he did not hes- 
itate to lead a revolt (his last at 70); to face the 
tangles of Balkan intrigue or to pit his skill against 
the Big Four at the Paris conference. In his last 
days, he had seen the monarchy’s return and, in 
exile, had received its amnesty from a death sen- 
tence. The Greece he leaves is a greater nation be- 
cause he lived and devoted his life to its cause. 
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HOW GAUCHE!

The Crucial Difficulty 


ELAY of any kind, a resort to diplo- 

macy. provided the negotiations last long 

enough, would undoubtedly improve the 
chances of a settlement of this immediate 
crisis without sanctions or war. 

Democracies do not go to war easily; 
their anger cools quickly, and cooled, only 
great provocation will arouse it again, Un- 
fortunately, this is not also true of countries 
subject to dictators; in the Ethiopian affair, 
there was plenty of delay and long nego- 
tiation, but when Mussolini willed the war, 
he was able to inflame the Italian war spir- 
it as efficiently as if he had pressed a but- 
ton. 

Since at this moment Hitler’s only prob- 
lem is to stand still and to keep what he 
has taken, whereas France’s problem is to 
take some positive action, the probabilities 
that the crisis will somehow be passed im- 
prove as negotiations are undertaken and 


, bring about a postponement of decisions. 


Nevertheless, the European crisis remains 
very grave, because the remilitarization of 
the Rhineland was not.a mere gesture sym- 
bolizing the reassertion of Germany’s equal 
sovereignty, but a decisive act which alters 
radically the whole European position. 

For Hitler, it would appear to have been 
an irrevocable step: once taken, he could not 
easily retreat without a disastrous loss of 
that prestige on which his regime depends. 

For France and her allies, on the other 
hand, the act is not merely something which 
makes the German people feel proud and 
happy. If it. were merely that, they might 
condemn it formally for the sake of the rec- 
ord, but they would go no further. The 
trouble is that with the Rhineland remilitar- 
ized, every military and diplomatic arrange- 
ment on which they have relied is upset.

For the demilitarized Rhineland was not 
merely the most dependable protection that 
France and Belgium had against another 
invasion, the only tangible military guar- 
anty that they would not be invaded before 
they could mobilize their armies and before 
Britain could come to their help, It was 
also the most dependable guaranty of the 
new republics of Central Europe. For with 
the Rhineland open, Germany could not 
move to the east to attack any of the allies 
of France without risking a mortal blow by 
the French army from the west. The ailli- 
ances which bind together France and her 
allies for the common defense of the present 
territorial boundaries rest upon the fact that 
with the Rhineland demilitarized, France is 
able to make them effective. 

But if the Rhineland is to be militarized. 
then France, once again liable to invasion 
and unable to help her allies if they are in- 
vaded, is isolated and the whole system of 
alliances is valueless and must disintegrate. 
Hitler could deal separately with each one 
of his neighbors, no one of which is remote- 
ly strong enough to deal with Germany on 
equal terms. 

For these reasons, the problem of preserv- 
ing the peace is to find a substitute for the 
demilitarization of the Rhineland, if Hitler 
will not evacuate it—to find a substitute 
that France and her allies can take serious- 


ly—yet one that Germany will not treat as 


another threat, like the Soviet treaty, and 
therefore as the occasion for another mili- 
tary thrust. 

It is not easy to find such a substitute. 
For France and her allies will not put their 
faith in Nazi promises alone. They would 


| 
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put some faith in them perhaps if they were 
underwritten by the British people. Now 
Britain is, of course, willing to guarantee 
Belgium and France against a German at- 
tack. Britain will always fight to keep Ger- 
many out of Belgium and Northern France. 
But France cannot be satisfied with such 
a guaranty. For in accepting it, she would 
instantly have not a friend left in Europe; 
she would have bought a dubious safety for 
herself by abandoning all her allies.

Yet if it is impossible for France to throw 
over her allies, it is difficult for Britain to 
make definite commitments in Europe be- 
yond the Rhine, The British people believe, 
as Mr. Baldwin said, that they have a fron- 
tier on the Rhine. They do not believe they 
have one on the Vistula and the Danube as 
well, Therefore, any commitment they 
made would be as vague as they dared to 
make it, and France would put little reli- 
ance on it. 

The British are thus in a hard dilemma. 
To satisfy France, they would have to give 
commitments from which instinctively they 
shrink, commitments, in fact, that no Brit- 
ish Government might be able to make with 
the certainty that it could bind the British 
nation. 

On the other hand, if they refuse to give 
France satisfaction, they are in an extreme- 
ly disagreeable position. They will have 
condoned the violation of ,the Locarno 
Treaty, will have withheld the support they 
had pledged themselves to give, will have 
restrained France from exercising her 
rights. At the same time, they will have 
driven a wedge between France and Italy 
as a result of their insistence upon sanc- 
tions in the Ethiopian affair. 

Britain will find it difficult to explain to 
the French why they should continue to 
make economic war against Italy over a 
matter of considerable interest to Britain 
when France might have Italy as an ally in 
a matter of vital interest to France.

Thus, if Hitler cannot be persuaded by 
the British to make his military position in 
the Rhineland truly symbolic of German 
sovereignty and equality, but not effective 
in a military sense—like the British naval 
armaments on this side of the Atlantic o: 
like American naval armaments on the 
Great Lakes—the alternatives are all of 
them difficult and dangerous, 

Financial, economic and military sanc- 
tions are a horrible business: they are so 
near to war that they may easily degener- 
ate into war. A full British commitment on 
the Continent is difficult to imagine. To do 
nothing, on the other hand, is to make sure 
that the race of armaments in Europe, al- 
ready bad enough, would become frantic. 

The failure to re-establish Locarno or to 
proguce some creditable substitute for it 
would therefore leave a condition of such 
intolerable tension and insecurity, of such 
desperate unbelief in the value of anything 
except force, that the moment there was a 
new threat from any quarter, no Govern- 
ment directly concerned would be disposed 
to consider anything except whether it could 
mobilize first in order to strike the first 
blow.

FLOOD AID WORK 


N PEANSL VAN 


State Forces Mobilized to 
Relieve Sufferers With 
New High Water Levels 
Due Today. 


EXECUTIVE MAKES 
HAZARDOUS SURVEY 


Forced to Take to Row- 
boat—Describes Scenes 
as ‘Most Awful I Have 
Ever Witnessed.’ 


By the Associated Press. 
HARRISBURG, Pa., March 19.— 


Every force was mobilized today to 
relieve flood sufferers in Eastern 
and Central Pennsylvania, with 
Gov. George H. Earle and other 


State officials directing the activi- 
ties. 

Gov. Earle returned to the capital 
early today to direct relief and res- 
cue efforts, after a hazardous mo- 
tor trip from Johnstown on which 
he experienced two narrow escapes. 

The scenes through which he and 
Walter Grosscup, chairman of the 
Liquor Control Board, passed were 
“the most awful I have ever wit- 
nessed,” he said. Appalling devas- 
tation and misery was on every 


a mass of floods.” 

The Red Cross said 
scarlet fever and 10 of measles were 
reported at Sunbury, where 5000 
persons had fied their homes. 
Water was still six feet deep there 
in some streets, two industrial 
plants were closed and fires raged 
in two dwellings. 

Reports of the deaths of three 
farmers, carried down the flooded 
Juniata River after a boat upset, 
reached Lewistown. They were Roy 
Scyoc, James Miller. and Wilbur 
Ross, all of Granville, three miles 
west of Lewistown. Their boat up- 
set while they were attempting to 
rescue cattle on Scyoc’s farm, and 
they grabbed a tree. It snapped, 
and they were carried down 
stream, just as a rescuer neared 
them. 

Village of Livermore Submerged. 

Conemaugh River flood waters 
submerged the Westmoreland Coun- 
ty village of Livermore, leaving its 
population of 350 homeless. 

Blairsville firemen manned boats 
to rescue three men from a roof 
just before the water surged over 
the building. Refugees were shel- 
tered in the Pennsylvania Railroad 
station overlooking the town. 

The greater part of Cokesville, 
across the Conemaugh from Blairs- 
ville, was under water. About 600 
residents were taken to the Na- 
tional Guard armory and other pub- 
lic buildings. 

Flood waters drained from scores 
of devastated homes in the low- 
lying sections of Altoona, a railroad 
center.’ Debris and stagnant pools 
covered parts of Mansion Park and 
Mill Run. High water invaded 
many homes, ruining furniture and 
imperiling lives. 

Riverside sections of Harrisburg 
South Harrisburg and Steelton were 
under water. The municipal water 
pumping station and filtration plant 
were closed down, although two 
reservoirs high above Harrisburg

Most of Williamsport, Pa., Under 
Water; Power Restored.

TOWANDA, Pa., March 19.—The 
city of Williamsport was described 
as a “terrible scene of desolation” 
today in first definite reports of 


flood conditions there. The city had 
been cut off from the outside world 
for two days. 8S. T. Remsnyder, 
Pennsylvania Railroad telegraph 
operator here, talked by telephone 
with W. D. Gresh, a fellow operator 
at Marsh Hill, who drove 20 miles 
from William-port over a round- 
about route. 

“Virtually the entire city was un- 
der water,” Remanyder said, “with 
the exception of High street and 
Both spots were 


thronged with refugees. There is 


‘seven feet of water in front of the 


Williamsport Sun offices. An area 
one mile long by one and one-half 
miles wide is completely under wa- 
ter. Six buildings in Williamsport’s 
business district burned last night. 
The firemen were unable to reach

Power was restored in the city 
today. Six hundred homeless were 
quartered in schools and other 
buildings.

Ozark farmers, whose private 
lands are interspersed among the 
Government tracts, believe the 
ground fires are necessary to de- 
stroy the accumulated leaves so 
that the grass can grow freely. De- 
struction of chiggers is another 
merit of the process, they declare. 
Kelleter condemned it because the 
fire gets beyond control on windy 
days and because the grass, which 
the farmers want to preserve, is us- 
ually killed too. He said the Gov- 
ernment lands had been protected 
carefully, the largest fire on a park 
tract covering 700 acres. 

Among the trees in the nursery 
are 400,000 pitch pines, grown for 
experimental purposes. Next fall 
the forest service will gather as 
many white oak acorns as can be 
saved from the Ozark hogs and 
plant them in the seed beds the fol- 
lowing spring. A deep-well pump- 
ing system and overhead sprinklers 
supply the beds with water during 
the dry summer periods. 

The nursery beds are divided into 
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three sections, one for current 
planting, another for the maturing | 
seedlings, and a third which is per- | 
mitted to rest by lying fallow. The | 
sections are used in rotation. 

Two tons of lespedeza, Japan 
clover, will be sown in three areas 
of the park which have been set 
aside as game refuges. 

The clover, in addition to provid- 
ing good forage for animals, has a 
spreading root formation which 
will keep the soil from eroding on 
the hills and ridges where it will 
be planted, according to Kelleter.

ROOSEVELT STEPS IN TO SAVE 
RAIL CONSOLIDATION PARLEY

WASHINGTON, March 19. —, 
Stephen T.° Early, a secretary to 
President Roosevelt, gave out the 
following statement today: 

“The President has been infor- 
mally advised by representatives of 
the carriers and employes who have 
been negotiating over proposed rail- 
road consolidation plans that a vir- 
tual impasse has been reached in 
these negotiations. 

“The President personally has re- 
quested both sides to continue the 
negotiations in an effort to recon- 
cile differences.

éy WISH every one as good 
| health and happiness as I 
have had.” That message to 
America comes from Mrs. Thomas 
Whiffen, “America’s gracious old 
lady of the stage,” who celebrated 
her ninety-first birthday Thursday 
at her farm home in the Blue Ridge 
foothills of Virginia, near the little 
village of Montvale and the his- 
toric Peaks of Otter. 
Once a bright star of the theater, 
close friend of Daniel Frohman, 
dean of producers, and numerous 
other theater celebrities, Mrs. Whif- 
fen has had a career replete with 
action, much hard work and play, 
and still is enjoying life to the 
limit. 
“When you get old,” she said, 
“you don’t want so much. I have 
two children whom I love dearly. 
They are good to me. What more 
can I ask?” 
To reach the Whiffen farm one 
leaves the main highway at Mont- 
vale, between Roanoke and Bed- 
ford. The modest but substantial 
Whiffen home where lives the wom- 
an whose name was once embla- 
zoned in theater lights has an at- 
mosphere of serenity and peace, The 
beds of flowers about it are mute 
testimony of the loveliness of spirit 
which still characterizes her. 


Sixty-eight years ago, then the 
bride of Thomas Whiffen, a singer, 
the actress reached New York from 
England for her American debut 
as a member of the Galton Opera 
Company, which presented “Mar- 
riage by Lantern” at Wood’s Mu- 
seum and Métropolitan Theater, at 
Twenty-eighth street and Broad- 
way. 

Of her early impressions of New 
York, she says: 

“On rainy days I never left the 
Spengler House, where we stopped. 
The streets were muddy, and blue- 
coated soldiers back from the Civil 
War were on the streets begging. 


“Times Square then was country. 
The city was not impressive when 
compared with London, where I 
had come from, nor with Paris, 
where I was educated. But it was 
vastly more exciting. There was 
something happening all the time. 
Parades. The volunteer firemen in 
their red shirts, it seemed to me, 
were always parading. 

“But I suppose you want to know 
about the theater in those days. To 
me the physical aspect of the thea- 
ter may change, but actors, plays 
arid the spirit of the theater, never. 
We had gas footlights in New York, 
but in the provinces they still clung 
to kerosene, which was dangerous. 
We never dreamed of the electric

and border lights. And when I 
played in the motion pictures—yes, 
I did—I was simply floored by the 
intricacy of the lighting.

éy NEVER played with Edwin 
i Booth, but my husband did. 
We met Booth near Twenty- 
third street once, and he seemed 
sick. ‘It’s indigestion,’ he told us. 
‘I’ve tried everything, but it’s no 
use.’ There was a little black pipe 
protruding from one pocket, and my 
husband said, ‘Why don’t you try 
giving that up?’ Booth shook his 
head, ‘No, not my pipe.’ 

“T played with Clara Morris in 
one of the Augustin Daly produc- 
tions at the Fifth Avenue. She was 
a glorious actress, but extremely 
temperamental. She always insist- 
ed on having a glass of water on 
the stage, whether the business re- 
quired it or not. She would pur- 
posely delay her entrances. Once 
she kept us waiting three full min- 
utes, and we couldn’t make up 
enough lines to cover her delay. 
When she finally appeared, she 
threw over an easel and a painting 
on it, but she went right on with 
her part as if everything were all 
right.”

Whiffen take her first cigarette. 
During the run of “Trelawny,” in 
1926, John Drew dared her to smoke 
a cigarette. She did, taking two 
puffs. She has not smoked since. 
Later she recalled how Drew wor- 
ried for fear she wouldn’t be able 
to make a tour and how, in Seattle, 
just before he collapsed, “he saw 
me go on and said to my daugh- 
ter, ‘and she can still do it, bless 
her!’” 

Common sense has always been 
her health recipe. She always ate 
sparingly, and when her work was 
strenuous observed regular hours 
of rest as much as possible. With 
a skin almost as smooth as a schoo) 
girl’s, she frankly admits that 
“laundry soap often did the trick 
when I could get nothing else.” 

After her New York debut, Mrs. 
Whiffen toured the country under 
the management of John Temple- 
ton. One of her roles was Butter- 
cup in “H. M. S. Pinafore.”

“The Rajah,” “The Private~ Secre- 
tary,” “The Charity Ball,” “The 
Wilder Wilderness,” “Brother Offi- 
cers,” “Cousin Kate,” “The Great 
Dive,” “A Scrap of Paper,” “Rose- 
mary,” “Just Suppose” and the “Ad- 
vertising of Kate.”

Walter Huston Takes Part of 
Cecil Rhodes—**American 
Dreyfus” Story Filmed. 


ALTER HUSTON, currently 
W eprearing on the stage of the 

American Theater in “Dods- 
worth,” will be seen on the Fox 
screen tomorrow in “Rhodes, the 
Empire Builder.”

Miss Ashcroft will be re- 
membered for a minor, but effec- 
tive role in “The 39 Steps,” in 
which she was the attractive young 
wife of a suspicious Scotch farm- 
er.

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are more than 500 bars. There hap- 
pen to be some shops and office 
buildings, too, but what catches the 
eye are the rows and rows of neon 
and painted 
the bars. 

The eye doesn’t have to be much 
more alert to get sight of the gam- 
bling rooms. Usually they are ad- 
jacent to, or part of, some bar- 
room. The gambling goes on as 
long as anyone’s willing to play and 
most of the bars are open as long 
as anyone’s willing to drink. 

The town, therefore, is generally 
referred to as being wide open and 
people speak of it as they used to 
speak of the rip-roaring towns of 
Western frontier days: of the Bar- 
bary Coast and Butte, Mont., and 
the Denver of “Silver Dollar” Ta- 
bor. But the comparison isn’t too 
apt; there’s none of the picturesque- 
ness about Kansas City, even in a 
modern temper, that’s usually asso- 
ciated with the wide-open West. 
The gaudiness isn’t gay. 

There’s something different about 
the contemporary wide-open town. 
There isn’t the lightheartedness, 
the contempt for consequences, the 
grand gesture—all of which goes or 
used to go, along with gambling 
and roistering. They’re all too 
much in earnest now. They g0 
about their playing with a tired 
seriousness. If they’re gay it’s 
probably because of what they’ve 
drunk, 

.One of the largest of the gam- 
bling joints just a few white tile 
cellar steps down off of Twelfth 
street, in the heart of the city. 
Anybody can walk down the steps 
and go through the swinging doors 
and walk right up to the crap ta- 
ble, the poker game, the blackjack 


game, or, if he’s just looking 
around, to the bar.

the sort of game that might be 

going on in any kitchen in any 
flat amywhere. The half-dozen 
men don’t look affluent; some wear 
their hats cocked back on their 
heads. It looks like the sort of 
game where the’d be four or five 
bottles of beer apiece during the 
evening, a post-mortem after al- 
most every hand, and now and then 
a dirty story if somebody just hap- 
pened to think of one. 

It looks like that for about one 
deal and then it’s easy to see the 
grim, swift, silent, way in wihch 
the game is played. The limit is 
$5, the average bets as the cards 
are dealt run between $1 and $2, 
and the professional dealer runs the 
game with a smug authority. He 
deals a card and ~~ burns a card, 
deals one and burns one. And so 
on until you hear the first audible 
sound—except for the  dealer’s 
voice—when one player says to an- 
other one, “I’ll see you,” and then 
one of them rakes in the chips, and 
all the others‘fondle their stacks to 
see how many they’ve got left, and 
by that time the dealer’s started 
the eards going again. 

The crap game is played with 
silver dollars on the customary 
green cloth-covered table with ‘the 
high sideboards against which the 
dice are supposed to be rolled when 
they're thrown out of the brown 
leather box. If anybody wants to 
play with $10 bills instead of sil- 
ver dollars, the house is willing. 
Here again it is the swiftness and 
the intensity with which the game 
is played, rather than the game it- 
self, that fascinates,

HE three Italians who run the 
game don’t miss a trick and it 
seems amazing that while the 
customers can’t help but get tired 
while leaning against the table in 
the smoke-filled room, and in the 
long run make careless bets be- 
cause they’re worn out, the Italians 
never seem to slip up. No matter 
how late the hour or how hot the 
going, they’re always cool and busi- 
nesslike, and the man with the rake 
never seems to call the wrong 
thing, and the two at the ends nev- 
er fail to pick up any dollar that’s 
coming to them, and they’re al- 
ways ready for a fresh customer. 
And in the end it’s rare, yes, very 
rare, that anybody has any silver 
dollars left to turn back into paper 
money. 

The room where all this takes 
place is bare and sparse. There is 
another table that can be used for 
faro or blackjack, but it doesn’t 
get much play. There’s a bar in

little tight and starts wandering 


around, he almost stops the crap 
game. It’s nothing pretentious, and 
in a way it sets the tone for the 
town’s night life. 


There are handsomely deco- 
rated barrooms, of course, that 
don’t harbor even a slot ma- 


chine, there are chaste night clubs 
where waltzes are actually played, 
and there are restaurants known 
the country over. Gourmets have 
written ecstatic essays on the Ital- 
ion food that they have eaten in 
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Kansas City. On the outskirts of 
the city there is a new night club, 
closed now after a run of several 
months last fall, where the black 
and cream decorations, the black 
and chromium bar, and the gi- 
gantic kitchen bespeak a large in- 
vestment. Here, too, there is a 
gambling room, the best appointed 
in the town, with the roulette ta- 
ble where they used to station the 
handsome, young crooner and get 
all the women to watch his flutter- 
ing eyes instead of their money on 
the black or red. 


But the run of the mill places, 
the night clubs where the people go 
after midnight—there’s nothing 
exceptional about them, except 
their number. They’re bare or dec- 
orated in poor taste, the bar is an 
ordinary saloon bar, and they sup- 
port themselves with the take from 
the ‘gambling room. What makes 
the night life spectacular then is 
that the gambling and the late 
hours are all against the law, rath- 
er than that the life is particularly 
exciting in itself. It’s something of 
the forbidden versus the permitted 
pleasures. You can get a picture 
of it anywhere.

NIGHT LIFE in KANSAS CITY -- By Otto Fuerbringer 


Tawdry Cafes and Wide-Open Gambling Rooms Crowd the Downtown District 


HERE’S one thing that distin- 
guishes Twelfth street in down- 
town Kansas City from main 
streets in other towns. Jutting off 
its sidewalks and off the sidewalks 
of intersecting streets—in an area 
of about 15 square blocks—there 


you. But up here. My God, you 
can't begin to look at anybody. If 
you're walking along the street at 
night all the men, and they're plen- 
ty of them, have got you eyed up 
and down long before you ever get 
close to them. I've never seen so 
many sharp faces and shifty eyes 
in all my life.” 

“That don’t mean much. But you 
St. Louisans are always coming up 
here and beefing about Pendergast 
and asking things like whether 
Kansas City’s in Kansas or Mis- 
souri.”

Therefore, one out of every 25 
cars driven by a man contains an 
occupant who cannot tell the red 
from the green lights. It is true 
that color-blind people say that they 
can tell a slight difference, but if 
that is true, why should engineers, 
airplane pilots and drivers of pub- 
lic conveyances be tested as to their 
fitness in this respect? 

What are the nervous reactions 
of car drivers? How quickly can 
they respond to a mental warning 
to stop when they see a car coming 
from another direction? I suppose 
that if any community really tried 
to enforce such examinations a wail 
would go up that would drown out 
the sobbing of the Liberty League 
or of the Constitution. But if any- 
pe one needed any argument, look at 
the difference in record between the 
taxicabs driven by medically select- 
ed drivers and the unselected group.
